It must be borne in mind that the feet
a5 well as the cane must be kept in mo-
tion, and a proper distance malntained
from the enemy. There can be no rules
jaid down to follow. The cane expert slides
sidesteps right or left, leaps backward or
forward according to the manner in which
he Is attacked.

Should you be attacked by & man with a
knife or razor deal him a hard blow on the
hand or elbow, and without a moment's
delay proceed to send In a rapld cut for the
right or left cheek. If, however. he should

rove A tough cuslomer, Erasp your cane

rmly with both hands, about three or
four inches from the point, and thrust for
the stomach, applying the force of both
grme. You may res{ assured that he will
double up in cramps. You should only re-
sort to the last named In extreme cases, be-
cause It has been Known to prove fatal
Then agiln bear in mind that thesé move-

ments must be executed with great rapidity
and precision.

Here is a move of defense that may be
used when In very close quarters. Point for
the eye. Polnt thrusts can be dellvered as
effectively with & strong umbreila as with a
cane.

One must not imagine himsell invincible
simply because he has mastered all the
movements that enable him to handle his
cane with confidence and skill,

It Is always best to aveld a fight if possi-
ble. Dut In case of such emergencies as
mentioned with coolness, judgment and
skill, your cane will prove itself o worthy
friend Indeed.

“THE WILD ROSE OF WILTON.”

Remarkable Career of a Young Con-
necticat Girl Outlaw Still In
Her Teens.

Within the gloomy walls of a Connecti-
cut prison, drooping and pining for the
3_-_1_I_:|.-rm-.u of the forest, languishing for
the lack of the sunlight. Is “the Wild Rose
of Wilton.” Not yet out of her teens, Min-
nie Sturm, brown eved and beautiful, has
had o carcer that well might puzzle a phil-
osopher Lo account for.

Reared in a qulet, old-fashioned house
near Norwalk. this girl, with a riech Pro-
fuslon of dark brown hair, with hands
soft and white, with a beauty =uch that
many 4 malden of lordly birth might envy
her, untutored and In tafters, is yel i quesn
of men, lswless men though théy are.

Nul more than & mile from her home,
beneath the shelter of two grent rocks,
Wis the rendezvous of a marauding band
of kilers, There this farmer's duughter
foumd them about two years ago. She cast
her life with theirs, When a raid on neigh-
boring cellars and hen rocsts made jiro-
vislons plentiful there in the rendezvous, it
wis Minnie Sturm (Minnle Brotherton)
who cooked the viands over a fire of log=.

But the hand became too daring. The
hund of the law seized them. Some were
imprisoned-and the others scattered. Min-
nile Erotherton promised to mend her ways
:nd the lenient authoritles let her go her

For a short time she lived quietly, but
not contentedly, In the old house, A Tew
months later she married Valentine Sturm.
of Norwalk, and went to live with the fam-
ily of her husband. Her stay there was
remarkably short. Seven months after she
left bim, und in the winter of 189 applied
fo the selectman of Norwalk for support.
She was sent to the town farm.

Even there she showed her wild tenden-
cles. She fell in love with a pauper, *Jim"
Colling, a gray' bearded man with a wood-
en leg. One day they eloped from the almse
house, nnd for several days thers was no
trace of them. Then Colling Hmped back
to the Institution and wus restoraed to his
former place, but the “Wild Rose” had no
love for life In an almshouse, and she soon
found o companion in Howard Dauchy. A
few days ago Deuchy and the “Wild Rose™
entered the Norwnlk selecuynan’s office and
applled for admission to t poarhouse.

Irstead of accommodating®them the se-
lectman notified Sturm, who preferred a
charge of infidellty against his wife, It was
learned, too, that they had borrowed a
horse and wagon to drive to the town
clerk’s office, saying they wished to get a
marriage llcense. The horse and wagon
were not returned, and o charge of horse
theft was mude.

The “Wild HRose’s” indignatlon was
aroused. She first pleaded with the owner
to withdriaw his charge, promising to bring
back his horse and wagon. He was de-
termined to send her to jafl, and refused,
“You'll never see that horse again!” the
“Wild Ro=e” exclaimed, “T'11 go to jall
and stay there." And she did,

FAVORS THE KANSAS SYSTEM.

President MocLean Thinks There
Should Be Plenty of State
Sormal Schools.

From the Towa State fegister.

Fresident George E. MacLean, of the
Btate university, Is In favor of adopting
the svstem of normal schools proposed in
Kunsas ul the lust sesslon of that legisla-
ture, This svstem s one with o centrul
rormal school of advanced standing with
several afliated institutions which train
teachers for clemeniary work. One presi-
dent serves for the whole system  of
scheals, the expensive equipment for ad-
vanced eduoeatton §s located at the old and
head school, and the elementary schouwls
are operated at a much less expense tha
would be possible U they all attemplod
to do advanced work. .

Speaking of this plan last evening in re-
sponse L0 inquirtes by a reporter, President
Miclean sald: "It seems (o me thut It is
better to have one first-clags normal schocl
In the state than a number of ﬂf eyuije-
ped ones. I believe thoroughly In goed
normal schools. But a first-class normal
school cosls a great desl of money, and
wihere the schools are Lo be Rli&)ported by
stuie appropriations it seems doubtful if
more than one first-class school, with a4 full
cquipment for giving training to teachors
for advanced work., can be supported. More
thun this, while I holl that u coliege educu-
tion by no means unfits a teacher for cot.-
ducting an elementary school., yet ut the
same time it does notl scem necessary that
& tencher of such a school should have
a coliege education. The fact s that the
salary pald {u country schoouls by no means
wurrunts a college eduocatlon, It iz un-
doubtedly true in lowa as in practically all
the schools In the smailer towns, which
constitute by far the greater proportion of
the schools In the state, are the weakest
point in the educationsl system. It is
these =choals that better trafiied teache
gre needed. 1t is Impossible to get grad-
uates from @& state normal to teach In
these schools, If thereis but one school 1n
the stante and it is conducted on o basis
expengive enough to prepure teachers for
all grades of work.

“But if there are several elementary nor-
mal schiools in different parts of the state,
where less time and money is required to
get the truining. we might get better
tralned teachers for the elemenlary
schools. When the teacher has completed

the ark in one of these elementary
schools, If he wishes, let him then go to
the sndvanced normal and fit himself for

higher work. The expense to the state
would be much less if the schools were
conducted in this way, It seems to me,
than if several advanced schools on an
equal basls are supported. Moreover, with
several schools receiving the same support,
it I= extremely difficult to get any of them
in a position 1o do the best work. 1 think
that it I= the duty of high schools, also, to
train teachers for the elementary schools.™

buttered paper over the top untll the cus-
tard is just set. Serve it turned out of the
basin with good beef gravy poured over it
and garnish the dish with little pleces of
toast.

We may doubt whether all these
young men are lazy, indifferent and unre-
llable. Employers plead these shorteom-
ings as their reasons for ornamenting their
establishments with women clerks and
women typewriters. The underlying truth

held by men. Tt Is o tremendous invasion,
Take, for Instance, the postoffice—ar, as
the women themselves llke to call it, the
elvll service. Women by the tho#sand are
there engaged In doing work which could
be done by men. No fewer than 15,000 are
employed throughont the country us us-
sistants to postmasters and in elivering
letters in country districts, There are ovier
$00 In the savings bank department. %00 in
the central telegraph and about 430 In the
postal order branch. The clearing house
depurtment s worked entlrely by women.

For the London, Dublin and Edinburgh
offices, there are two female medical offi-
cers, over L0 superintendents and clerks
and telegraphists and 4% sorters—total,
‘over 400—all women. There are two ap-
palntments held by women In  London
where the pay starts at £2%, rislng In the
postal order branch to £4%, and In the
savings bank branch to £50. Add nearly
4,000 female sorting clerks and telegraph-
Izts In the provinces, and a falr pleture s
presented of the employment policy of the
postoffice. In fact. the postoffice is held
up by the women themselves as a sort of
employment parfidise, inasmuch as the sit-
uatlons are permanent, the holidays long,
the hours of work reasonable and the in-
crense of salary steady. They even ger n
pension If they resign om account of il
health, and If they get married o beneve-
lent ndministration hands them over nics
little checks with which they may begin
thelr very serlous duties at the expense of
the ratepavers,

Turning to other wvocatlonz for women,
they are almost endless. There are the
women doctors, private accountants, pro-
feaslonal hookkespers, gardeners, women
florists, heirdressers, Indexers. leclur s,
Inspired by a lecture department: llbra-
rinns, whose chlef complalnt Is that the
remuneration !s poor: tallors, bookbinders,
dispensers, photogruphers—limited in num-
bers because the busipess Is expensive—
printérs. who do most things in the office
except work the Cropper. and the sanltary
inspectors. As to women secretaries, they
approach the dimensions of a little army;
while in journalism there are many ‘re-
serve forces of humanity”—for such have
women been dominated—who {llumine the
profession.

Outside the beaten track of female oc-
cupations, 1 find thers are women archi-
tects. They number but one or two, but
they have been trained in on architect's
office, which I= not without significance. I
am told that recently a woman was nd-
mitted by the institute of British archi-
tects, It f= estimated that there are fully
20 women ergaged as commerclul travel-
ers. Decorative artists are advancing In
numbers. The dancing master—the up-to-
date Turvevdrop—Is belng suppianted by
the dancing woman. Women dentists do
not show much progress. The country pays
=lx women factory Inspectors from £3%0 to
£330 a vear #ach. Law writing by women
has a precarious existence, In face of the
typewriter. Market gardening Is a nlce
light occupation for some women, who
employ men 1o do the heavy work Plan
tracing is found to be sultable. Poultry and
bee keeping are carried on by some. the
university extension at Reading obligagly
providing a three weeks' course for Lthe
women In return for aconsideration. Proof-
rexding and translating and stock broking
—why need I go farther to open the pyes
of the Eritlsh puoblic to the measure of
the great  social  rewvolotion? T believe
there is only one woman stockbroker. [ am
not sure that some titled women are not
indicating a desire to llluminate the pro-
cesdings of Capel court and joln in its
eccentrie plensantries, but T am gquite sure
there are women “bookles.” I have seen
them with my own eyes, and heard their
sweet dizcourse.

Thi=s competition with men i= the cause
of bitter complaint among the weavers
associations In the North. Thelr repre-
sentatives told the royal commission on
labor that women tended to push them out
of employment and that not only were they
llable to be dlsplaced. but the competi-
tlon of woman's labor belng cheaper, teml-
ed to pull down thelr rate of wages.

Women, sald one witness, have for some
time been driving men out of the trade
on gccount of less wages, We have scores,
I may say hundreds, of able bodied men,
good weavers,, walking the sireels in the
Huddersfield di=strict, who cannot get em-
ployment in consequence of women's Isbor.
Another witness =ald: Men are offered
women's wagos now, and, unfor-
tunately, many have accepted those terms,
as it was a chalee of no work at all or
work at the same wages ns women. Evi-
dence as to the talloring trade, the orint-
Ing trade, watch trade and pottery and plpe
industry showed unmistakably that the ex-
tensive employment of women tended to
lower wages.
